exceptions. The older generation just keeps 
getting older (and less active). We all enjoy 
a lot of technological “goodies” not acces- 
sible to the public or to most Hams 10 or [5 


years ago. And. [| guess we have come to 
take some or most of the “goodies” for 
granted. 


| have tried teaching radio code and 


theory classes, doing outreach and Ham 


Radio demo's in schools, as well as pre- 
senting technical slide shows at area Clubs. 
but I sense that the younger gencration 1s 
not really interested. with some few excep- 
tions. Where the parent is a Ham, it’s more 
likely that one of the kids will be interested 
in hamming, but it’s not a guarantee. | hope 
that things like License Restructuring, 
Amateur Radio on the International Space 
Station (ARISS) and AMSAT Phase IID 
in orbit will help to change that. What ever 
the solution Is, if someone finds it, | hope it 
will be shared with everyone. | haven't 
found the answer. but | am actively looking 
for it! Repeater use may be a good “barom- 
eter” of how the hobby is going. Nets, traf- 
fic handling and Public Service activities 
may be other indicators.

FCC TO GENERALS: ADVANCED 
SUBBANDS ARE OFF LIMITS The FCC 
says a lot of newly upgraded General class 
licensees have begun asking if they may 
operate in the current Advanced class 
subbands now that the new amateur rules 
are in place. “The answer ts: Absolutely 
not.” said the Bill Cross. W3TN. of the 
FCC’s Public Safety and Private Wireless 
Division. “No privileges changed for any 
license class.” Cross pointed out that the 
Advanced class license did not cease to ex- 
ist under restructuring, which went into ef- 
fect April 15, although the FCC no longer 
accepts applications for Novice or Advanced 
class licenses. He said current Generals do 
not earn Advanced class privileges until 
they upgrade to Amateur Extra class, at 
which point they earn both Advanced and 
e™ Extra privileges. The FCC also says Gen-

eral class operators may hold only Group C 
(1x3) or Group D (2x3) call signs, as it was 
under the old rules. Generals are not en- 
titled to apply for or hold Group B (2x2) 
call signs under the new rules. Cross cau- 
tioned newly upgraded licensees to check 
the revised Part 97 rules carefully to make 
sure they’re not operating beyond their 
privileges. “Now that they’ve gotten the li- 
cense, it’s time to look at the real rules,” he 
said. Amateurs further are reminded that 
in order to apply for upgraded volunteer 
examiner privileges or fora vanity call sign 
reflecting new license status, a licensee first 
must have been issued an upgraded license 
grant by the FCC. Interim privileges con- 
veyed by a Certificate of Successful Comple- 
tion of Examination—or CSCE—are insuf- 
ficient for these purposes. 


Tolerance and a Wel- 
come Mat — an Edi- 


torial 

pril 15, 2000 marked an important 

milestone for Amateur Radio in the 

United States. It was the first time 
in over 60 years that US Amateurs can op- 
erate throughout all the HF bands without 
having passed a Morse code test at 13 WPM 
or higher. In 1937 the FCC upped the code 
speed to 13 WPM from 10 WPM. 

Many of the new upgraded hams will 
now be using the HF bands for the first time, 
and it appears there will be a lot of them 
from reports of crowds at recent VE ses- 
sions nationwide. They will be operating 
both phone and CW, and some of them 
won't know what life is like on HF. They 
may not realize that one doesn’t call CQ on 
HF by tuning to a quiet spot and announc- 
ing that they’re “Listening on frequency.” 
They won’t know much, if anything, about 
band plans, about nets, about working “up”, 
or a host of other things. They will need 
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help, just as badly as you and I needed help 
when we first went on HF. They will need 
to learn things that have never been part of 
any FCC test. They will need guidance, 
not hostility and transferred anger trom 
those unhappy with the new FCC license 
structure. 

Please, oh please, be generous with your 
help! Be tolerant of their mistakes and be 
friendly and tactful when you offer sugges- 
tions for improvement. Please. put out the 
welcome mat for them. Let them know also 
when they’ve done something right, not 
only when they’ve done something wrong. 
We certainly don’t want a bunch of grouches 
turning them away from ham radio! It’s 
going to be our task to Elmer them into 
Amateur Radio. Let’s all provide them with 
a warm ham welcome.
